The 
Leachman Cattle Co. sold a large 
number of yearling bulls to the 
highest bidder and the sale did 
move more bulls to new homes 
than any other slnglo bread event 
in history. The supply did exceed 
Ihedemend to soma extent which 
lelt some bulls unsold at the end 
ot the sale, however, under nor¬ 
mal or average conditions this 
might nol have happened. This 
trade area, the local one, is still 
very dry. Most ranchers are not 
sure at this time that they will 
breed eny young females, or any 
cattle of any kind unless moisture 
ana feed conditions change in the 
near future. It must rain or snow ' 
to change this much The local 
cattle market look a down-turn 
recently, and this leaves cattle 
people in an uncertain frame of 
mind.

The small 
amount of water that does 
infiltrate, penetrates the 
soil so superficially that it i.s 
quickly lost by evaporation.

April placements of cattle 
and calves on feed in the 
seven states totaled 1,658, 
000, the highest in six years 
of records. Placements were 
2 % more than April last 
year and 20% greater than 
April 1975. Placemeuts 
were above last year in five 
of the seven states. 

Fed marketings during 
April totaled 1,664,000, up 
3% from 1976 and 23% 
larger than April 1976.

Exports record 
big dollar jump 
on 'drop' value 

USDA reports that total 
value of U .S. exports of live¬ 
stock and products in Feb¬ 
ruary was 810*1.2 million, up 
32% from year-earlier 
levels and 12% above 
January totals. 

Exports of tallow and 
grease, fur skins, and hides 
and skins were $47 million 
each. The dollar value of 
pork was down 24 % to $17.7 
million. Beef exports were 
unchanged at $8.9 million 
while U.S. cattle exports 
were down 78% because of 
continued lower sales to 
Mexico and a Sharp drop in 
exports to’Canada. 

U.S. livestock products 
imports rose 17% to $166.7 
million in February. This 
was 6.6% below January. 

Pork imports were down 
10% in February while 
cattle imports were above 
year-earlier levels.

cept that an officer or 
employee of a corporation or 
any guardian, administra¬ 
tor, executor or an author¬ 
ized representative of any 
producer entity (other than 
an individual producer) may 
register and vote on behalf 
of such entity. This does not 
permit one producer to 
register and vote for 
another producer or a 
parent to register and vote 
for a child, if the child is a 
bona fide producer. 

8. If a husband registers 
for the business entity, can 
his wife vote (or vice versa)? 
Yes, if she/he has written 
permission from the person 
who registered, assuming 
they are part of the same 
business entity. Likewise, 
one officer of a corporation 


or partnership may vote for 
another officer who regis¬ 
tered, if he has written per¬ 
mission. 

9. Who will count the 
ballots? County ASCS office 
employees will open and 
count the ballots. Any 
interested person may 
witness the counting of bal¬ 
lots but must remain at a 
reasonable distance so as 
not to see how any producer 
voted. 

10. When will the results 
be known? The counting of 
ballots shall be done on July 
20 (allowing five days after 
the close of the voting 
period for mail ballots to 
arrive); then the results will 
be called to the state ASCS 
office and the national 
ASCS office as soon as prac¬ 


tical. A written and final re¬ 
port will be released by the 
state office within 10 days 
after opening the ballot 
boxes or by July 30. 

11. If my county ASCS 
office is not open each week 
day, how can 1 register and 
vote? Arrangements will be 
made to keep every county 
ASCS office open each work 
day during the registration 
and voting period. In 
counties that do not have an 
ASCS office but normally

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prices lately, but not much 
and anymore it is almost 
an accepted fact, you pay for 
it or you don’t get it. How in 
the world can anyone expect 
meat or any of the edible 
goods to go down (in price)? 

Has anyone ever heard of 
a labor strike being 
settled for less money? Or 
the cost of electricity, gas, 
or vehicles going down? It’s 
just an accepted fact that 
everything is higher. 

Let’s begin talking edible “ 
and non-edible consumer 
goods; let’s begin making • 
the housewife aware of how 
little she spends each week § 
at the super markets is 
actually for food for the 
family, and that what her 
husband receives each week 
for his labors (and in many 
instances, what she receives 
each week for her labors) is 
also responsible for the high 
cost of food. 

I think we could learn a lot 
from the oil companies. 
Look how with promotion 
and through advertising 
they have made it accepta¬ 
ble to the consumer to pay 
more for gas and oil. 

We need money in pro¬ 
motion and advertising and 
the Beef Referendum will 
provide it. The only way the 
livestock industry is going 
to get thier message across 
is to pay for it. We aren’t 
going to get any free 
publicity or any additional 
help from the House, 
Senate or the President, we 
are going to have to help 
ourselves. We don’t repre¬ 
sent enough votes alone, 
but must think and talk 
about the total dollars 
spent, how much the house¬ 


wife spends, and how much 
(or how little of the total 
amount spent) her family 
really eats. 

This great country of ours 
is capable of feeding the 
world, but do we have to go 
broke doing it? Remember, 
no one is making us do it. 

What good is a 96% calf 
crop of a 600 lb. weaning 
weight on your calves if 
everyone of them is being 
produced below the cost of 


production. What soiism 
does it make to say. “My 
cattle gained 2.5 lb. or 3 ll». 
at the feerlyanls, hut lint $1 
a head doing it?" or, “They 
were efficient and gained 
well, but wore efficient 
losers?" Cheaper grain and 
grass is not the answer, all 
thnt does is produce more 
tons of beef to sell at a toss. 
We have to get more money 
for meat at the wholesale 
level, the level where it is 


sold. .

There was little good 
news from a symposium 
May LI in Si. Louis, Mo., on 
drouth in mid-America. The 
general opinion of special¬ 
ists at the confab was there 
will be more drouths, 
possibly worse than the 
present one. 

Experts said drouth 
conditions have lessened in 
some areas during the past 
two months. Relief has 
come mainly in the plains 
states through the Midwest 
and in a few Pacific 
Northwest areas, but it may 
be superficial. 

Although topsoil mois¬ 
ture is much better now 
than it was earlier this year, 


water tables and subsoil 
moisture in North Dakota. 
Minneatna, Wisconsin, Io¬ 
wa, Illinois and Missouri 
still is short or extremely 
short in almost all areas. Tn 
some parts of the upper 
plains, there has been little 


recharge of water tables and 
stream flows still are low. It 
could take from two to eight 
months of normal rainfall to 
replenish the supply, ex¬ 
perts at the symposium 
said.

Wait continues 
for $50 cattle 


CONFIDENCE GAVE WAY TO CAUTIOUS optimism 
among cattle producers Inst week as packers lowered bids 
and withdrew from the trade. The lack of movement, called 
the lightest in u year in some areas, has backed up animals 
and threatens orderly marketing programs. Talk of 
increased movement of boxed beef is beginning to surface 
in the trade. Expectations for $B0 cattle have disnpeared 
and some feel a return to recent highs is not assured. 

All the factors responsible for the shift in attitude are not 
readily apparent. .Retailers are now passing higher beef 
prices to the consumer and this in part figures in the more 
cautious stance. The fact that packers were not forced to 
pay up for the steers and have apparently improved their 
bargaining position in the face of lower carcass prices has 
also shaken the confidence of many cattlemen. And the 
sharp break in futures contributed to les9 positve feelings 
around the country.

The new vaccine will be 
approved for use only in 
swine. Enrly test suggest it 
will be safe in cattle. Norden 
officials say, however, the 
product will not be safe for 
sheep or dogs. An increase 
in sheep deaths has been 
reported in the Midwest 
where sheep and hogs have 
been raised together. 

Dr. Carrell Kucera who 
heads the research team at 
Norden that has had the 
responsibility of developing 
1 ‘temperature specific’ ’ vac¬ 
cines for use in cattle, says 
scientists have known about 
the temperature require¬ 
ments of organisms for a 
long time. In the early days 
of microbiology, research¬ 
ers determined that all 
organisms had optimum 
temperatures for growth. 
While certain organisms 
replicated well at extremely 
high temperatures, others 


multiplied only at very low 
temperatures. 

An IBR temperature spe¬ 
cific vaccine was brought to 
the attention of Norden by 
its affiliate, Recherche et 
Industrie Therapeutique 
(RIT), Rlxensart, Belgium. 
Two vials of the vaccine 
virus were sent to Norden 
via the Animal Disease 
Laboratory at Plum Island, 
N.Y. At Norden the strain 
was subjected to many 
in-vitro tests and to a host of 
in-vivo safety tests. The TS 
(temperature specific) mu¬ 
tant strain of the IBR virus 
was found to be pure, safe 
and highly potent. 

Following lab studies, 
large scale field tests were 
conducted in feedlot ani¬ 
mals and in bred cows. 
After being inoculated with 
the IBR TS vaccine by the 
intranasal route, neither the 
feedlot animals nor the cows 
exhibited any clinical signs 
of disease or any post-vac¬ 
cination reactions. Further, 
all of the pregnant cows 


delivered normal calves. 

Additional test showed 
that the vaccine could be 
given to cattle of any age 
and to cows in any stage of 
pregnancy (important in 
vaccinating heifers in feed- 
lots and for use by 
dairymen). An IBR-TS 
vaccine was recently li¬ 
censed and Dr. Kucera says 
Norden expects to have 
approval of an 1BR-PIS 
combination TS product on 
the market by fall. 

Importance of the temp¬ 
erature specific vaccines to 
stockmen is described by 
Dr. Kucera: "All the infor¬ 
mation that we have avail¬ 
able indicates that the TS 
strain is suitable for a wide 
use in any class of cattle. 
We know from our studies 
that post-vaccination reac¬ 
tion will not occur and that 
the vaccine strain will not, 
and cannot, cause abortion. 
Furthermore, the vaccine 
may safely be administered 
to dairy cattle without a loss 
in milk production."
